On September 2-3, 19 68, PH T-7 advised the 
South Carolina Realm of. the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, held a statewide klonvocation 
at Sumter, South Carolina, over the weekend of August 30, 
1968, to September 1, 1968. Source stated that among the 
speakers at the rally on August 31, 1968, was ROY FRANKHOUSER, 
described as ImpeEial Representative from Pennsylvania. 

On September 3, 1968, PH T-8 and PH T-9 advised 
one of the speakers at the klonvocation at Sumter, South 
Carolina, held August 30, 1968, to September 1, 1968, 
was ROY FRANKHOUSER of Pennsylvania. 

PH T-10, T-ll, and T-12 advised that a rally was 
held at Gamber, Maryland, on the evening of September 7, 1968, 
bv the United Klans of America?,, Inc., Knights of the KuKlux 
Klan and among the speakers was R. E. FRANKHOUSER, Imperial 
Representative of Pennsylvania. 

On October 7, 1968, PH T-4 advised that among those 
attending the National Klonvocation held at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
on October 5, 1968, was ROY FRANKHOUSER. 

On August 13, 1968, PH Til 3 advised' that on 
Sunday, Aggust 11, 1968, a klan rally was held 25 miles from 
the City of Baltimore, Maryland, and among the speakers at * 
the rally was Grand Dragon FRANKHOUSER of Pennsylvania-. 

On October 7, 1968, PH T-14, T-15, T-16, and T-17 
advised ROY FRANKHOUSER, Imperial Representative of UKA in 
Pennsylvania, and two others from Pennsylvania, arrived in 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, in time for the banquet on the evening of 
October 5, 1968, and left before the start of the second session 
of the National Klonvocation on October 6, 1968.

On September 6, 1968, PH T-4 advised it was learned 
recently there will be an opening ;of a bookstore at 13 3 South 
4th Street, Reading, Pa,, ( FRANKHOUSER ! s residence) in the 
near future. The store will sell all right wing publications 
and any profits taken from the store will be used to finance" 
klan activities throughout the State of Pennsylvania. Source 
stated the York, Pa., klavern donated $50.00 towards the 
expense of an inventory for this store. 

On October 7, 1968, PH T-l advised FRANKHOUSER and 
several others were present at the Freedom Bookstore, located 
at FRANKHOUSER f s residence at 133 South 4th Street, Reading, 
Pa,, recently, FRANKHOUSER stated they are doing well with 
the bookstore and some money is coming in from the sale of books , 
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FRANKHOUSER stated he hoped to realize $2,000*00 profit from 
the sale of literature and paraphernalia relative to the 
Wallace campaign for president by the end of the campaign* 

On October 22, 1968, PH T-21 advised the bookstore 
located at FRANKHOUSER ! s residence is now operating at approximately 
a $10.00 daily profit. 

On November 8, 1968, PH T-21 advised he learned that 
the Reading klan is drastically in need of money. 

On November 26, 1968, PH T-21 advised FRANKHOUSER 
has no money, however, FRANKHOUSER was able to purchase a new 
typewriter from funds raised by the klan in Reading, and also 
has a piece of electronic equipment which can be attached to 
the phone enabling the recipient of the phone call to hang up 
the phone but still listen to the caller r s conversation. The 
caller ! s conversation can be amplified by this gadget so that 
it can be heard by a group in the same room. PH T-21 did not 
know why FRANKHOUSER had obtained this gadget but felt it 
was probably merely to impress people. 

On January 21, 1969, PH T-21 advised FRANKHOUSER 
is temporarily staying with his mother in Reading, Pa. PH T-21 
stated FRANKHOUSER is unemployed and is practically destitute. 

C. HOODED KU KLUK KLAN DEMONSTRATION, ^ 

READING, PA., APRIL 13, 196 8 



On April 13, 1968, ROY E. FRANKHOUSER and seven other 
klansmen dressed in hooded white robes walked through downtown 
Reading, Pa. Following the walk, FRANKHOUSER and eight other 
klansmen drove around Reading in a two-car motorcade, and follow&rig 
the motorcade FRANKHOUSER and the seven other klamsmen were 
arrested by the Reading Police Department and charged with 
inciting to riot. 

On August 8, 1968, Judge WARREN K. HESS, Berks. County 
Court, Reading, Pa., dismissed the charges against the eight 
Klansmen. The Constitutional right to freedom of speech was the 
basis on which Judge HESS found that the actions of the defendants, 
as shown by testimony in the preliminary hearing,. did not 
constitute inciting to riot.

engaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics wherein machine guns* mortars*
